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An Act in alteration of an Act, entitled an Act for regulating Ferries. 


BE it enacted by the Governor, Council, and Houſe of Repreſentatives 

in General Court aſſembled, That from, and after the riſing of this Fare of Ferries 
Aſſembly, the Fare of the Ferry, between Stonington and Groton, Ts. 
known by the name of Packers Ferry, be as follows—viz.—For 
Man Horſe and Load, Three Pence; for Footman, One Penny Half 
Penny; for led Horſe, One Penny Half Penny. 
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
